July  1 7,  1 884.  Directors  of  Chamber  of  Commerce  voted 
to  establish  the  Mercantile  Library. 

1885.  Raised  $1  5,000.  for  books  among  the  members. 

December  29,  1885.  Librarian  appointed. 

June  1 9,  1 886.  First  purchase  of  books  arrived. 

November  1 , 1 886.  Library  opened  on  the  fourth  floor  of 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

February  8,  1 889.  Received  $2,000.  bequest  of  Fred  Z. 
Salomon. 

August  1891.  City  council  made  appropriation  of  $500. 
a month. 

October  1 893.  Name  changed  to  “City  Library.” 

January  1895.  Moved  to  two  lower  floors. 

August  1 3,  1 898.  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Denver 
was  formed  and  an  agreement  entered  into  to  consolidate 
with  the  Denver  Public  Library. 

November  1 , 1 899.  Moved  to  building  on  east  corner  of 
1 5 th  and  Court  Place. 

January  1902.  Purchased  site  for  permanent  building  on 
West  Colfax  Avenue  between  Acoma  and  Bannock 

February  1902.  Andrew  Carnegie  offered  $200,000.  for 
a building. 

September  1,  1903.  Moved  to  La  Veta  Place.
